from a low-key boyhood friend. 

Changing staff at a pivotal mo- 
ment in Congress’ deliberations on 
health-reform and anti-crime legis- 
lation.

O.J. hearing 
takes on air 
of mini-trial

LOS ANGELES — ■ Defense lawyers de- 
manded access Monday to blood sample.^ ' 
and gloves in the murder case against O.J. 
Simpson and said thcy_muy present their 
own evidence and cuirwilnesscs at- u pre-' 
liminiiry hearing, 

For its part, tho prosecution filed a mo- 
tion asking the court to compel Simpson to 
give hair samples to compare to hairs re- 
covered from tlie crime scene. 

Meanwhile, the failier of Simpson’s slain 
cx-wife disputed a coroner’s report that 
said his daughter was on the telephone at 
about 1 1 p.m. the night she was killed. He 
said the call.wns closer to 10 p.m. Simpson 
lawyer F. Lee Bailey has used the docu- 
ment to bolster Simpson’s alibi. 

Defense lawyer Robert Shapiro asked the 
court for immediote access to the blood 
._snmplcSj_Simpson*s white Ford Bronco, a 
ski cap or niask found near the- iwd vicirms,-’ 
and gloves found at the crime scene and at 
Simpson’s Brentwood estate. The prcisccu- 
tion soid last week that there was* no ski 
mask. 

“The evidenc e has not been made uvnil- 
able to the defense for examination and 
photographing." Shapiro said. "Nor have

Second killer pleads 
to escape death penalty

GOODING - A Shoshone man plead- 
ed guilty Friday lo two counts of firsl- 
■ degree murder in the slashing deaths of 
a rural Gooding County couple at their 
home lasrScpleinbcr. 

Robert Terry Johnson waived virtual- 
ly all his' rights to uppeal.'said Gooding 
County Prosecutor Philip Brown. 

Johnson agreed to plead guilty after 
Brown promised not to seek the death 
penalty. That could mean a substantial 
saving.s to taxpayers who won’t have to 
repeatedly respond to appeals if Johnson 
were instead found guilty in a trial and 
sentenced to death, Breyvn said. 

“It takes away all those years of ap- 


peals." Brown said of the negotiated 
guilty plea. 

Instead, Brown said he will ask Dis- 
trict Judge J. William Hart to .sentence 
-Johnson to life in prison. Under Idaho 
law, the minimum sentence i.s for first- 
degree murder is 10 years. 

Johnson's guilty plea is similar to the 
one entered by hia cousin. Thomas - 
Robert Peterson, who also played a role 
in ihc Scpt. 14 murders. Peterson plead- 
ed guilty to two counts of first-degree 
murder in February.. 

Both men admitted being present at 
the murders of Connie Marie Allen and 
Ricky Lee Mangum;, Allen was tied up 
and raped before hcr'throai was cut. 

■ A sentencing hearing for Johnson has 
been scheduled for Sept. 12. In the • 
meantime, a pre-sentence investigation ' 
will be conducted. Brown said. 


Scaled-back 
health bill 
gains favor

WASHINGTON — Despite President 
Clinton’s renewed pressure for a health hill 
, that etivers all American.s. senators predict- 
ed Monday the Finance Committee would' 
reject employer mandates, and adopt a plan 
that slops short of universal coverage. 

Sen. Daniel Patrick Moynilum, D-N.Y.. .■ 
. the diairman, said his mind wjisn't'madc 
up on whether to propose mandates in the 
bill that the panel will begin voting on 
Wednesday. 

But other senators said they expected 
Moynihan to propose a mandate on hiisi- 
ncsses lo huy eovenigc for employees lltai 
would be triggered only if certain coverage 
goals were not met within a few years. 

DcmocrtU.s John Breaux of l.oui.siuna 
ami Kent Conrad of North Dakota predict- 
ed the panel would reject a proposal for 
standby mandates on employers and vote 
for a plan modeled on tlie one crafted by 
their bipartisan group.

Under current law, these ofilcial.s may en- 
roll in plans in which the government, as 
employer, pays a substantial portion of the 
cost. 

Clinton got a boost from leaders of tlie 
nation’s medical scliools, who urged pas- 
sage of legislation guaranteeing health care 
“to the entire nation."

Checkbook journalism

.- "It just really kills a witnes.s' credi- 
bility," said Fred Klein, who prosecut- 
ed Fisher. "Getting paid to tell your 
story inevitably makes aj juror wonder 
— and even makes me as n prosecutor 
wonder — is this story really true?” 

Simpson is uccu.sed of murdering 
' his cx-wife and a friend of hers, lie 
‘ has pleaded innocent. 

Last week, Jill Shively told the syn- 
■ dicated TV show "Hard Copy" that 
' she saw Simpson speeding through 

- the-sfrects-of Brentwood near ihc 
crime scene around the lime of the 

' slaying.s. , ' 

‘ Shively also le.'diried before a grand 
jury, which at ihi time was considcr- 
' mg a Simpson indictment. , 

' Her lawyer, James M; Epstein, 
''' wouldn’t say what .site told jurors. Dot 

{ ic said he doesn't believe Shively will 
le called to testify when Simpson 
' goe.s to trial. 

Shively's testimony may Iiavc been 
tainted because she or a representative ' 
contacted the' TV show “Inside 
Edition," offering to give an interview 
for $100,000, sources speaking on

District Attorney Gil Garcciii 
' refused to say whether Shively will 
testify at a preliminary hearing on 
Thursday.

•-/ng." said John Shepard Wiley Jr., a 


former federal prosecutor and now a 
law professor at the University of 
California at Los Angeles. 

"That person just torched them- 
selves. They liavc very, very badly 
hurl their benefit to tlic prosecution," 
Wiley -said. 

''Hard Copy" refused to comment 
on the case. “All I can say is that 
'Hard Copy’ .stands by its reporting," 
said .spokesman Gary Rosen. 

• In fact, "Hard Copy,'.' "In.side 
Edition" rind other syndicated TV 
news shows won't even confirm they 
pay for inicfvicw.s. 

But a golf caddie who, on a "A 
Current Affair," described Simpson’s 
behavior the day of the slayings 
refused to talk to other news organiza- 
tions, s.iying he was "under contract." 
Most, including the AI*. refuse to pay 
for inicrvicws. 

In at least one.casc, payments for 
interviews are on the record. 

Tliree years ago during the William 
Kennedy Smith rape trial inTdorida,.a . 
^ictul of Smith's accuser testified she 
rushed to the Kennedy estate after her 
friend called fur help, and found Iier 
crying hy.stcrically. 

On cross-examination. Smith's 
attorney attacked Anne Mercer 
sharply because she had accepted 
S-IO.(XK) to tell her story to “A Current 
Affair." Tlic figure drew gasps in the 
courtroom. 

Smith’s attorney, Roy Black, sug- 
gested Mercer tailored her story to 
intrigue TV producers after she "real- 
ized you could crush in on the Kennedy 
name." 

Mercer denied that. But she 
acknowledged she and a boyfriend 
used the money for a six-day trip to 
Mexico. 

Prosecutors obviously kneW|the 
woman was vulnerable on the money 
is.sue, Wiley said. 

■ "Some witnesses are so important, 
you almost have to use them and lake 


the chance," Wiley said. Smith was 
ac([tiilted. 

la the Amy Fisher case, the issue 
never came up at trial because Fisher 
eventually pleaded guilty to shooting- 
ButlafuiKTo’s wife. 

But TV payments were "a big, big 
issue" as prosecutors first investigated 
whether they had enough evidence to 
try Fisher, Klein said. 

"People were conslanliy going on 
television with information before wc 
had even had an opporiurtiiy to talk to 
them." lie said. “It was very fruslral- 
ingl" 

If ilie case had gone to trial, the pay- 
ments "certainly might have influ- 
enced our dcciKion'wliellier to use 
them as wiine&ses." 

Can prosecutors do anything to stop 
TV payments'? 

It would not be witness-tampering 
"to suggest that they not go on TV and 
be paid," Klein said. "But you cenaiti- 
ly can't rc()uirc it." 

. Some defense atlorncys never 
especially sympathetic to prosecutors' 
plight — insist the problem isn't really 
new. 

Fur years', attorneys in civil cases 
have cast doubt on testimony by 
expert witnesses, trying to persuade 
jurors that the expert appeared just to 
pick up a paycheck. 

And many wiinessds who lake the 
stand in criminal ca.ses are of ciuestioii- 
able integrity because they're tcslify- 
' ing to avoid prosccutirin themselves. 

"Tlic fact that a witness has spoken 
on TV, for financial consideration, 
doesn’t make that witness any less 
inilliful than someixxjy who's made a 
deal with prosecutors to save them- 
selves," .said New York defense attor- 
ney Barry Slolnick, who represented 
subway gunman Bernhard .Goetz. 

But if he faccil a witness paid to talk 
on TV, would he bring it up? ' 

Slomick’s reply came quickly: ’''Of

Bird breeders loath smug- 
glers tind thetneihuds they use, A ban on iln-' 
porting birds is not law. aldiougli h liad almost 
voluntarily been halted. Only in the last lw|o 
decades have we overcome the diniculiies of 
captive breeding, We have urged buying do- 
mestic-raised birds for years. ' 

Avieuhurisls (people who keep and breed 
e.xotie birds) have been gelling some criticism 
in tlie name of eonserv-alioii. Ironically, we are 
responsible for all die wonderful Australian 
birds available .sinee Australia .slopped export- 
ing in the 1 9fi()s, 'Iliis includes our dime-store 
biulgie and the elianning and e.xpensive rose- 
breasted cockatoo.

TUMWATER. Wash. (AP) — The 
opossum and her seven babies made 
the mistake of crossing in front of 
Steven Garity'sear. 

They were squished. Gariiy made 
the mistake of being in front of a police 
car. He was charged with cruelly to 
Animals. 

And so began the Great Possum 
Debate, with people around here 
sinking their teeth into a spirited 
discussion of animal rights: 

Arc opossums such pesLs that 
you can’t be cruel enough to 
them? 

Or do they deserve as much .. 
respect ns any living creature? 

A judge added his opinion 
Monday, dismissing the case and 

declaring Tumwatcr’s'animaP-- 

cruelty ordinance loo vague. 

But given the possum passions 
in this southwestern Washington 
— town, the la.sl word on road-kill 
morality has yet to be heard. 

“I'm not a lawyer and certainly not a 
judge," said Michael Ellis, director of a 
wildlife rescue center in nearby 
McClcary.-"But-l have lo-say that- any 
human being with any .sense of human- 
ity would rc:^ize that aiming a car at 
any animal and running it over inten- 
tionally is cruelty." 

The case began March 31, when 
police Officer Johnna Stevens saw 
Gariiy, 39, suddenly change lanes and 
hit a mother opossum and die young- 
-sicrs dinging to her. 

“Tlicy'rc pests,’’ the officer quoted 
Gariiy as saying. “All’s they do is cal 
dog food and cat food, and be a pcsl. 
Tiicy ju.st hiss at you.’’ 

Gariiy was accused of intentionally
